He compared the significance

Robbins restored the 20-20 ba- 
lance in the Senate, 

“*This is a golden opportunity 
to gain that edge at only one 
fiftieth of the cost of the Rob- 
bins race,” Hafif told the West 
End Club, 

Hafif praised Ayala saying the 
Chino resident ““has that rare 
quality that will make him one 
of the great ones, He is w- 
tally honest and will effective- 
ly represent the people of his 
district.” 

The immediate past president 
of the California Trial Lawyers 
Association said Ayala has what 
it takes to be a good legisla- 
tor, “‘He has the courage to 
take unpopular views and the 
strength to acknowledge an oc- 
casional misjudgement,”’ Hafif 
said, 

The little - known gubernator- 
ial candidate took a stand on a 
few unpopular issues himself at 
the Monday night meeting as his 
remarks turned to his own cam- 
paign for the Democratic nemin- 
ation for governor, 

‘| am the people’s candidate 
eee running a people’s campaign,”’ 
Hafif said, He said he chose the 
Democratic party because he lik- 
ed the humanitarian views that 
are inherent in the party’s phi- 
losophy but he did not exclude 
Republicans from his campaign, 
“‘1 want to be a governor for 
all the people,”’ Hafif said, “You 
can’t please everybody, | don’t 
want to be a popular governor,” 
Hafif said, ‘‘l want to be an ef- 
fective governor,” 

Hafif noted that at the start 
of his campaign, professional 
election advisors told him to 
‘immediately poll the people to 
find out what they wanted to hear 
and then tell them.” “‘I gave 
him his check,”” Hafif said, “‘and 
disregarded that kind of advice,”’ 
Hafif said he was not going to 
follow the old political maxim, 
“You can’t get elected if you 
tell the truth,” ‘‘I will not be 
telling you what you want to hear 
all the time,’’ Hafif said, ‘“‘be- 
cause the truth hurts and we have 
many problems that need to be 
faced honestly now,”’ 

Hafif said he decided to run 
for office last summer when his 
nine year old son was, with 
other children, ordered out of an 
outdoor pool and told to 
‘breathe shallow” due to a smog 
alert, ‘“‘How can you tell a nine- 
year old kid to breathe shallow?”’ 
Hafif said, ‘‘Every man running 
for political office in this state 
as far as | can remember has 
made promises about cleaning the 
air and now it’s almost too 
late,’® he said, 

Hafif spoke in favor of phasing 
out large automobiles in favor 
of lighter-weight cars that get 
better mileage, He favored man- 
datory legislation restricting the 
type of cars Detroit could pro- 
duce, ‘‘We have to educate the 
public to re-evaluate its values,” 


Brown Makes Suggestions 
For Abandoned Homes 


Rep. George E, Brown (D) 
of the 38th District has suggested 
four steps local government can 
take in solving the problem of 
‘abandoned houses, 

In a letter to mayors and city 

ouncils in his district, Brown 

cknowledged that abandoned 
houses are a serious probiem 
for many communities, 

Along with Reps, Jerry L, 

ettis (R) of the 33rd District 

nd Charles Wiggins (R) of the 
25th District, Brown was alerted 
recently to the problem which 
the Pomona Valley Committee 
on Abandoned Housing is attempt- 
ing to resolve, Members of the 

Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, (HUD) met with the 
task force recently atthe Pomona 
|}Library to discuss the issue, 
|The task force is made up of 
jofficials and staff from nine 
|West-End cities, Pettis was the 
| only representative attending the 
} meeting, Wiggins and Brown 
\sent staff members to repre- 
sent them, 
| In his letter Brown offered 
\what he said were steps city 
and county governments can take 
to lessen the negative effects of 
abandoned houses, 

His first suggestion was for 
an ‘“‘early warning system” to 
alert the city that a house has 
been abandoned. 

“‘This can be done by police 
simply eyeballing an area, by 
checking of utilities or by call- 
| ing on the general public for such 
information,” he said, 

Federal regulations make it 
incumbent pon lenders of all 
HUD-FHA-VA houses to secure 


all the lender’s abandoned 
houses, Brown said, Securing in- 
cludes boarding them up and 
maintaining the yards, 


‘“*A city may pass and en- 
force ordinances aimed at see- 
ing that the lender fulfills his 
obligation,”’ 

Where a fender doesn’t main- 
tain the abandoned house, Brown 
said it’s possible for the city 
to keep up the abandoned re- 
sidence at what could be a low- 
er figure than $300, which is 
what HUD-FHA is currently al- 
lowed to pay the lender, ‘‘We 
allow $50 for securing abandoned 
houses’”’ 

He said a city then may bill 
the “‘legal title holder’’ or place 
a lien against the property if 
abandonec, 

Brown further suggested that 
a very short waiting period should 
be required before cities could 
secure the property, noting this 
would prevent vandalism and da- 
mage, 

Browns’ fourth suggestion for 
solving the immediate problems 
of abandoned houses “‘may be 
through the homeowner’s insur- 
ance carrier,’’ He pointed out 
that most abandoned houses are 
insured at the time they’re left 
and the coverage remains in ef- 
fect for the life of the policy, 

“‘By state law, the insuring 
agency is required to fulfill com- 
mitments set forthin the policy,” 
he said, ‘“‘Cities may take the 
necessary action to see that the 
homeowner’s insurance carriers 
of abandoned houses fulfill their 

bligations,”’ 


Hafif said, ‘‘We should stop think- 
ing of cars as sex and status 
symbols and regard them as a 
simple means of getting from one 
place to another, 

Hafif also indicated he favorec 
lessening the penalty for the pos- 
session of marijuana from thatof 
a felony to a fine similar to an 
‘expensive parking ticket.’’ The 
lawyer noted that recent studies 
show that marijuana usage does 
not necessarily lead to heroin 
addition and that its possession 
for personal use does not merit 
being branded a felon which could 
exclude the user from ever at- 
tending a university or obtaining 
a decent job,

A 400 Year Look At Thanksgiving

‘“‘Our harvest gotten in, our 
governor sent four men on fowl- 
ing so that we might after a 
special manner rejoice togethe: 
after we had gathered in the fruit 
of our labors, 

They four in one day killed 
as much fowl as served the com- 
pany almost a week, Atthis time, 
among other recreations, we ox-~ 
ercised our arms, many of the 
Indians coming among us, and 
with them their great king, Mas- 
sasoit, with some 90 men, when 
for three days we entertained 
and feasted, and they went out 
and killed five deer, which they 
brought to the plantation and be- 
stowed on our governor and upon 
the captain and others,” 

And so the first Thanksgiving 
in america occurred, as de- 
scribed by one of the founders 
of the Plymouth Colony in Massa- 
chusetts, Edward Winslow, in 
1621, 

Contrary to popular belief, the 
idea of a day to give thanks 
did not always relate to the har- 
vest, nor is it restricted to the 
United States, or originate in 
America. 

Thanksgiving as we know it 
probably originated in England 
with a harvest festival called 
the ‘“‘harvest home,’’ Our neigh- 
bor to the north, Canada, cele- 
brates Thanksgiving annually on 
the second day in October, 

During the revolutionary war, 
eight days of thanks were pro- 
claimed by General George 
Washington, A nationwide colon- 
ial celebration commemorating 
the surrender of Lt, General 
John Burgoyne in Oct, 17, 1777 
at Schuylerville, New York was

Shortly before the revolution 
in November of 1758 a thanks- 
giving day sermon west ol the 
\lieghenles was given by Rev, 
Charles Beatty, Presbyterian 
minister, entitled ‘A Clarion of 
Calvinism” at Duquesne, now 
called Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, 

he bloodiest period of Ameri- 
can history, the Civil War, was 
also marked by a day in August 
of 1863 ‘‘To subdue the anger 
which has produced and 60 long 
sustained a needless and cruel 
rebellion,’’ according to Presi- 
dent Abraham Lincoln, 

Another special day of thanks- 
giving was proclaimed by Lin- 
coln April 10, 1962, He asked 
the nation ‘‘to implore spritual 
consolation at their next weekly 
assemblages in their accustomed 
places of public wor ship,” 

Finally, Lincoln made a na-

Yhe decision can be partially 
credited to Mra, Sarah Josepha

Seventy five years passed, lat- 
er presidents proclaiming the 
last Thursday in November as 
Thanksgiving day, Then, in 1939, 
President Franklin D, Roosevelt 
béwed to the demands of mer- 
chants and set the observance 
one week earlier to lengthen the 
shopping period before Christ- 
mas, . 
rhe blatently “commercial” 
decision was upheld by Congress 
and in 1941) the fourth Thurs- 
day of November waa declared 
a legal federal holiday, 

History reveals Thanksgiving 
to commemorate good harvests, 
safe passage from enemies, the 
end of a terrible civil war and 
alterations to meet the demands 
of businessmen, but it would be 
safe to say Americans relate 
best to the three day fest de- 
clared by Governor William 
Bradford of Massachusetts in 
1661, 

“The first winter in Massa- 
chusetts had killed almost one 
half of the members of the col- 
ony. New hope grew in the sum- 
mer of 1021, rhe community 
harvest brought rg rhe 
feast was to be held for prayer 
and celebration, 

“The women spent many days 
preparing, the children turned 
roasts on spite in front of open 
fires, The Indians brought wild 
turkeys and venison, The men 
brought geese, ducks and fish, 

“The women served meat and 
fish with journey cake, cornmeal 
and bread with nuts and succo- 
tash, Everyone ate outdoors at 
big tables,” 

Thoughts drift back to the early 
colonialization of America, A 
thanksgiving #@rmon was held 
Aug. 9 of 1607 at Phippsaburg, 
Maine, by colonists on ‘The 
Gift of God’’ and the ‘‘Mary and 
John,’’ under the leadership of 
George Popham, who landed at 
St, Georges Island,

To ward off winter freezes, 
citrus growers should follow the 
old Indian practice of making 
amall fires, says Farm Advi- 
sor Robert Burns, Ventura Coun-

‘a large number of small fires 
will do a better job than a small 
number of large fires,’’ sald the 
University of California citrus 
expert, 

‘The purpose is to warm the 
air in the orchard as uniformly 
as possible up to the inversion 
layer - a layer of warm air 
ordinarily 30 to 40 feet above 
the soil surface,”’ 


Farm Advisor Burns re«- 
commends placing hearers in the 
center of each square of trees, 
so that each tree can “‘see’ 
a heater,

quate protection under most con- 
ditions,’” he sald, ‘*And the cost 
will be lower than waea 2 full 
complement of eaters is used
